US. appeals court backs 
graphic cigarette labels

LOUISVILLE - A federal law 
requiring cigarette packages to cany 
graphic warnings about the dangers 
of smoking and restricts how tobacco 
products may be marketed and ad- 
verlised passes constitutional muster, 
a federal appeals court ruled Mon¬ 
day. 

The case is one of two by tobacco 
companies against the federal rules 
that would make them slap large im¬ 
ages on cigarette packs depicting the 
health ravages of smoking. The other 
case has so far resulted in a federal 
judge in Washington blocking the 
new requirement, arguing last month 
it violated free speech. That decision 
is being appealed by the govern¬ 
ment. 

In this case, originally filed in 
Kentucky, a three-judge panel from 
the LIS. 6th Circuit in Cincinnati 
ruled the government has an interest 
in preventing consumers from being 
deceived by the marketing practices 
of tobacco companies and the Family 
Smoking Prevention and Tobacco 


Control Act’s requirements are 
aimed at that goal. 

Judge Jane Brans tetter Stranch 
emphasized past practices by tobacco 
companies to deceive consumers 
about the hazards of tobacco prod¬ 
ucts and said the new requirements 
provide “truthful information” to 
consumers as they make decisions 
about using tobacco. 

*Tt bears emphasizing that Ihe 
risks here include ihe undisputed fact 
that Plaintiffs’ products literally kill 
users and, often, members of the fam¬ 
ilies of users,” Stranch wrote, “Tobae 
co products w ill kill up to one-half of 
die people who use them as they are 
intended to be used.* 

The law, which took effect in June 
2009, lets the FDA limit, but not ban, 
nicotine. It also lets the agency ban 
candy flavorings and marketing 
claims such as “low tar” and “light,* 
require warning labels - including 
up-close photos of a smoker's rotting 
teeth, a man exhaling smoke from a 
tracheotomy hole in his neck and the 
damaged heart muscle ol a smoker “ 
be emblazoned over carton images.

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Report: Modest gains in graduation rate

HAGERSTOWN, Md, 

The lets! straw for 17- 
vear-oJd Alton Burke was a 
note left on his door. The 
high school dropout pick¬ 
ed up tlie phone and re-en¬ 
rolled at South Hagers¬ 
town High, 

Burke missed roughly 
200 days of class, but 
Heather Dixon, the stu¬ 
dent intervention specialist 
who left ihe note, never 
gave up on him. 

Aggressive efforts to 
prevent students such as 
Burke from dropping out 
contributed to a modest 
3.5 percentage point in¬ 
crease nationally in the 
high school graduation 
rate from 2001 to 2000, ac¬ 
cording to research pre¬ 
sented Monday at the 
Grad Nation summit in 
Washington. The event 
was organized by the chil¬ 
dren's advocacy group 
America's Promise Alli¬ 
ance founded by former 
Secretary of State Colin 
Powell. 

The graduation rate was 
75 percent in 2009, mean¬ 
ing 1 in 4 students fails to 
earn a diploma in four 
years, researchers found 
That’s well below the orga¬ 
nization’s goal of 90 per 
cent by 2020* 

Researchers found the 
number of "dropout facto¬ 
ries,” schools that fail to 
graduate more than 60 
percent of students on 
time, had dropped by 
more than 450 between 
2002 and 2010, but that 
1,550 remain. The largest 
declines in dropout facto¬ 
ries were in die South and 
in suburban communities.

Panel says problem schools 
hurt nation’s security

WASHINGTON 

The nation’s security and 
economic prosperity is at 
risk if America’s schools 
don’t improve, warns a 
task force led by former 
Secretary of State Cun- 
doleezza Rice and Joel 
Klein, the former chancel¬ 
lor of New York City's 
school system. 

The report, obtained by 
The Associated Press, cau 
tions that far too many 
schools fail to adequately 
prepare students. 

"The dominant power 
of the 21st century will de¬ 
pend on human capital,” it 
said. "The failure to pro¬ 
duce that capital will un¬ 
dermine American securi¬ 
ty 

The task force said the 
Slate Department and U.S. 
intelligence agencies face 
critical shortfalls in the 
number of Foreign lan¬ 
guage speakers, and that 
fields such as science, de¬ 
fense and aerospace are at 
particular mk because a 
shortage of skilled workers 
is expected to worsen as 
baby boomers retire. 

According to the panel, 
75 percent of young adults 
don’t qualify to serve in the 
military because they are 
physically unfit have crim¬ 
inal records or inadequate 
levels of education. That's 
in part because 1 in 4 stu¬ 
dents fails to graduate from 
high school in four years, 
and a high school diploma 
or the equivalent is needed 
to join the military. But an¬ 
other 30 percent of high 
school graduates don't do 
well enough in math, sci¬ 
ence and English on an ap¬ 
titude test to serve in the 
military, the report said. 

The task force, consist- 
ing of 30 members with 
backgrounds in areas such 
as education and foreign 
affairs, was organized by 
the Council on Foreign 
Relations, a New York- 
based research and policy 


organization focused on in¬ 
ternational issues. The re¬ 
port was scheduled to be 
released Tuesday,

Tonga’s King George Tupou V, who gave up most of 
his powers to bring a more democratic government to 
his Pacific island nation, died Sunday at a Hong Kong 
hospital. He was 63. 

Tongan Prime Minister Lord Siale’ataonga Tu’iva- 
kano said in a brief radio address Monday the king 
died at 3 p.m. Sunday during a visit to Hong Kong. 
He didn’t give a cause of death, but said further de¬ 
tails and funeral plans would be released when avail¬ 
able. 

The prime minister said the king’s younger broth¬ 
er and heir to the throne, Crown Prince Tupouto’a 
Lavaka, was at the king’s side when he died. 

Paula Mau, a spokesman for the Tongan govern¬ 
ment, said the king had been traveling in Europe and 
elsewhere since late November and appeared healthy 
in photographs taken a few weeks ago when he met 
with the pope in the Vatican. Mau said the king un¬ 
derwent an operation in the U.S. last year to remove 
cancer. 

Mau said the king was a bachelor who had a 
daughter out of wedlock — but that she didn’t have a 
claim to the throne under Tonga’s constitution, which 
recognizes only children born in wedlock as legiti¬ 
mate heirs.

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DEFENSE ATTORNEY MEETS 
AFGHAN KILLINGS SUSPECT AT 
KANSAS MILITARY PRISON. 

The lawyer for the Army 
staff sergeant accused of 
slaughtering 16 Afghan 
civilians in a nighttime 
shooting rampage met his 
client for the first time 
Monday and said the solid- 
er has a sketchy memory 
of the night of the mas¬ 
sacre. 

Lawyer John Henry 
Browne said Robert Bales 
remembers some details 
from before and after the 
killings, but very little or 
nothing from the time the 
military believes he went 
on a shooting spree 
through two Afghan vil¬ 
lages. 

“He has some memory 
of some things that hap¬ 
pened that night. He has 
some memories of before 
the incident and he has 
some memories of after the 
incident. In between, very 
little,” Browne told The 
Associated Press by tele¬ 
phone from Fort Leaven¬ 
worth, where Bales is be¬ 
ing held. 

Pressed on whether 
Bales can remember any¬ 
thing about the shooting, 
Browne said, “No,” but 
added, “I haven’t gotten 
that far with him yet.” In 
an earlier interview with 
CBS News, Browne said 
unequivocally that Bales 
couldn’t remember the 
shootings. 

Bales, 38, has not been 
charged in the March 11 
shootings, though charges 
could come this week. The 
killings sparked protests in 
Afghanistan, endangered 
relations between the two 
countries and threatened 
to upend American policy 
over the decade-old war. 

MAN OPENS FIRE IN FRONT 
OF JEWISH SCHOOL IN 
TOULOUSE, KILLS SEVERAL 
PEOPLE. A gunman has 
opened fire in front of a 
Jewish school in a south¬ 
west French city killing 
several people, the Tou¬ 
louse prosecutor said Mon¬ 
day. 

Michel Valet told The 
Associated Press that there 
were “several dead” in the 
morning incident at the 
school in Toulouse. He 
said it was unclear whether 
the victims were children. 
French media have report¬ 
ed up to three dead, in¬ 
cluding two children, but 
this could not immediately 
be independently con¬ 
firmed. 

The shooter drove away 
on a scooter, a national po¬ 
lice official in Paris said. 
The official did not wish to 
be named in line with de¬ 
partmental rules. 

Police cordoned off the 
private Ozar Hathora 
school in the northeast of 
Toulouse. Some two hours 
after the shooting children 
were still in the school. 

President Nicolas 
Sarkozy called the shoot¬ 
ings an “abominable dra¬ 
ma and a “frightening 
tragedy.” 

SYRIAN TROOPS CLASH 
WITH GUNMEN IN UPSCALE 
DAMASCUS NEIGHBORHOOD. 

Syrian security forces 
clashed Monday with gun¬ 
men in an upscale neigh¬ 
borhood of the capital 
Damascus that is home to 
embassies and senior offi¬ 
cials in one of the worst 
confrontations in the tight¬ 
ly-controlled city center in 
the country’s yearlong up¬ 
rising. 

The pro-government 
Ikhbariyah TV station said 
the clash in the western 
Mazzeh district left three 
“terrorists” and a member 
of the security forces dead. 
It said one of the attackers 
was captured and three se¬ 
curity troops were wound¬ 
ed. 

Ikhbariyah said the at¬ 
tackers were hiding out in 
an apartment building be¬ 
fore the firefight. 

A resident of the west¬ 
ern Mazzeh district said 
automatic rifles and ma- 
chineguns were used in the 
two-hour clash that ended 
at about 4 a.m. local time. 
“We also heard three 
strong explosions,” said 
the man who spoke on 
condition of anonymity for

Mitt Romney’s increasing¬ 
ly confident campaign is 
intensifying calls — pub¬ 
licly and privately — for his 
Republican opponents to 
concede defeat in the pres¬ 
idential nomination battle, 
even before Illinois voters 
have their say Tuesday in 
the campaign’s next big 
contest. 

Romney extended his 
delegate lead Sunday in 
Puerto Rico, where he 
trounced rival Rick San- 
torum and scored all 20 of 


the Caribbean island’s del¬ 
egates. Romney has col¬ 
lected more delegates than 
his opponents combined 
and is poised to win the 
delegate battle in Illinois, 
even if he loses the popular 
vote, thanks to missteps by 
Santorum’s shoestring op¬ 
eration. 

Romney’s wife, Ann, 
declared Sunday night in 
suburban Illinois that the 
time has come for her hus¬ 
band’s rivals to quit the 
race. 


“We need to send a 
message that it’s time to 
coalesce,” she said, Mitt at 
her side. “It’s time to get 
behind one candidate and 
get the job done so we can 
move on to the next chal¬ 
lenge, bringing us one step 
closer to defeating Barack 
Obama.” 

Brushing aside skepti¬ 
cism from the party’s right 
flank, Romney aides have 
been emphasizing their 
overwhelming mathemati¬ 
cal advantage. - AP

ISSUE: Funding One Knox 
OUR VIEW: Mission must be clarified 


Radcliff City Council mem¬ 
bers have indicated they’ll vote 
to pull out of One Knox, reduc¬ 
ing the program’s funding, when 
they meet today. 

Council members have ques¬ 
tioned the value of One Knox, 
now that changes on post set in 
motion by the 2005 Base 
Realignment and Closure are 
complete. 

One Knox, an organization 
under the Lincoln Trail Area 
Development District, serves as 
an umbrella under which public 
agencies and local governments 
throughout the region work to¬ 
gether and speak with one voice. 

Radcliff leaders have raised a 
reasonable question. Is that 
voice needed now? 

One Knox certainly served a 
great purpose and executed a 
fine plan in 2005 and the years 
following. 

Championing continued sup¬ 
port for One Knox, Hardin 
County Chamber of Commerce 
Chairman Tom Hewlett has not¬ 
ed the area received and contin¬ 
ues to receive state money for 
roads, schools and infrastructure. 

More specifically, Brad Rich¬ 
ardson, executive director of 
One Knox, told Radcliff City 
Council last year the organiza¬ 
tion helped secure $251 million 
in road, water and sewer proj¬ 
ects related to BRAC. About 
$45 million funded projects in 
Radcliff, including road work 
and renovations at Radcliff 
Elementary School. 

Supporters also note that One 
Knox gives military leaders a 
single point of contact, making it 


easier for the post to coordinate 
with the community. 

In 2005, communities sur¬ 
rounding Fort Knox faced great 
challenges, from promoting our 
community to employees they 
hoped would follow their jobs to 
Kentucky to making sure our 
schools had space for their chil¬ 
dren and our roads could give 
everyone a livable commute. 

Together as One Knox, com¬ 
munity leaders built the relation¬ 
ships and plans to get it done. 

Clearly, One Knox has been 
valuable to Fort Knox, Radcliff, 
Hardin County and beyond. 

Now, the 2005 BRAC transi¬ 
tion is complete and it’s unclear 
if another round of realignment 
will come any time soon. 

As public officials make deci¬ 
sions with precious tax revenues, 
they must remember funding is 
not a permanent reward for past 
success. Local governments 
should invest in One Knox for 
future benefits and they’ll have 
to consider whether the organi¬ 
zation has value in the interim. 

Elizabethtown Mayor Tim 
Walker has indicated strong sup¬ 
port for One Knox. He said the 
program should remain in place 
as another round of BRAC will 
come in 2015, possible 2013. 

Adding complication, One 
Knox could lose federal funding. 

In Radcliff, at least, One 
Knox needs to clarify its current 
mission and operations. 

Is the organization meander¬ 
ing as it anticipates another 
BRAC? If not, everyone in¬ 
volved needs to know exactly 
what the money will accomplish 
in 2012.

Voter identification required 

In reference to the letter about “voter 
suppression” in the March 15 edition of 
The News-Enterprise , I think the writer has a 
distorted view. 

How many photo identification cards 
do you have in your wallet? I have my dri¬ 
ver’s license, retired military ID and my 
Veterans Administration treatment ID. On 
a lanyard, I have my employer’s ID. I’m 
pretty certain any of those would be ade¬ 
quate proof to get a ballot on Election Day. 

Permit me to look at this more realisti¬ 
cally. In the 1970s, our government passed 
the Bank Secrecy Act. After Sept. 11, it 
passed the USA Patriot Act. Between these 
two government edicts, all financial institu¬ 
tions must establish proof-positive who 
you are before you can open an account. 
That means to receive any government 
payment (active employee, retired em¬ 
ployee, Social Security, pension, VA dis¬ 
ability, unemployment, etc.), or direct de¬ 
posit of your paycheck, you provided or 
will have to provide an official photo ID to 
open an account. 

Remember that to fly on a commercial 
airline, passengers must provide a photo 
ID to get through security. All U.S. govern¬ 
ment checks will be electronically deposit¬ 
ed after March 2013 so you will need to 
have an account at a bank or credit union 
to get your money after that date, which 
will require a photo ID. Kentucky will is¬ 
sue a photo ID through the Drivers 
License office for a nominal fee, after pres¬ 
entation of appropriate documents to veri¬ 
fy identity. 

What does this all mean? The rare ex¬ 
amples the author cited in the letter are just 
that - rare examples. The preponderance 
of voters already possess photo IDs that 
likely would be adequate for voting pur¬ 
poses. If voter identification does become 
law, I’m sure there will be adequate time 
for all voters to get an ID card that would 
satisfy the requirement to get a ballot. 

Voter identification is the only way to 
eliminate voter fraud; we need to imple¬ 
ment it now.

History an excellent 
guidepost,ifread 

One has to wonder 
whether politicians 
ever really read history 
or pay any attention to 
it if they do. Rather, 
they march toward the 
avoidable follies (with 
an apology to the late 
historian Barbara 
Tuchman) that have 
marred civilization 
since Troy. 

The latest of these 
historic mistakes, of 
course, came with the 
invasion of Iraq and 
the subsequent mis¬ 
guided efforts to turn 
Afghanistan into some¬ 
thing it never will be, a 
democracy, all in the 
benighted belief that 
the United States could 
accomplish what no 
other country has been 
able to achieve. 

Having watched the 
Soviet Union’s rulers 
commit political sui¬ 
cide in the mountain¬ 
ous hardscrabble of a 
nation where tribal and 
religious culture make 
it impossible to alter 
the political landscape, 

America has done the 
same thing. 

After a decade of 
slugging away against 
the forces of a ninth- 
century idealism, this 
country is no nearer its 
goal - whatever that 
may be — than it was 
when President George 
W. Bush foolishly di¬ 
verted limited re- 
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sources only inches 
away from routing the 
Taliban to open a sec¬ 
ond front in Iraq — 
which was no real 
threat to anyone.

Cheer for underdogs in someone else’s upset 


“The thing I like about 
the NCAA college basket¬ 
ball tournament is that any 
team can win it all.” 

I was explaining to my 
wife why I was standing in 
front of the TV, eyes glued 
to the NCAA Tournament 
and not sitting in my usual 
place with her watching 
the evening news. 

Although I have a few 
favorite teams, the truth is 
my main attraction to 
March Madness is in antic¬ 
ipating the little guys, the 
Lehighs, the Virginia 
Commonwealths, and the 
Norfolk States taking down 
the big boys, the Dukes, 
the Michigans,and the 
Missouris. 

But why? Why do I and 
so many others pull for the 
underdog? Is it just be¬ 
cause we want to see the 
mighty fall? 



There’s more to it than 
that. 

Certainly, the thrill of 
the unexpected is part of 
it. It's exciting to see the 
No. 1 seed go down. But 
when you start thinking 
about the psychology of 
why we choose to cheer 
for the underdog, it gets 
complicated. 

The underdog brings 
out contradictions. A part 
of us hopes the underdog 
will win. Maybe we have 
an inherent desire for so¬ 
cial equality, for the haves 
to know what it’s like to be 
a have not, for the privi¬ 


leged to trade places with 
the underprivileged, for 
the aristocracy to experi¬ 
ence the common life. 

On the other hand, we 
like to see talent and effort 
rewarded. We like to think 
that if we try hard and take 
the more difficult courses, 
we will be compensated 
accordingly. 

After all, there is a rea¬ 
son why underdogs are the 
underdogs: Based on prior 
performance and level of 
competition, they are not 
expected to beat their 
more successful and some¬ 
times more disciplined op¬ 
ponents. 

And to further compli¬ 
cate what’s going on in our 
minds when we support 
the underdog, think about 
this: The less attached we 
are to a team, the more 
likely we are to root for 


the opposing underdog. 

It’s OK for the under¬ 
dog to upset a team we are 
neutral toward or don’t 
like. But we don’t want our 
team to be a victim of the 
upstart. 

When I heard that 
Norfolk State had sur¬ 
prised Missouri, I smiled. 
But when South Dakota 
State shot ahead of Baylor, 
my alma mater, early in 
their ame, I wanted ab¬ 
solutely no part of an up¬ 
set. 

The narrative of the un¬ 
derdog has deep cross cul¬ 
tural roots in our history. 
From David and Goliath 
to Robert the Bruce to 
Rocky Balboa to the Arab 
Spring, the underdog is a 
constant player in our 
communal psyche. We can 
relate because we have felt 
like the underdog. When 


we are down, the fantasy 
of overcoming engenders 
hope for us to rise from 
the ashes. 

While we find inspira¬ 
tion in those stories of the 
long shot winning against 
all odds, our sympathy for 
the underdog is fickle. 

Scott Allison, professor of 
psychology at the 
University of Richmond, 
cites what he calls the 
“Wal-Mart effect.” We root 
for our small town store 
when the dominating cor¬ 
poration moves in, but 
when it comes to the best 
price on our television, we 
opt for the cheaper option 
at the powerful chain store. 

He concludes that our 
affinity for the lesser team 
is “a mile wide and an inch 
deep.” 

We are, at least to a de¬ 
gree, motivated by our 


own self interest, are we 
not? 

So I’ll cheer for the un¬ 
derdogs until they play my 
alma mater or step on the 
court against the favorite 
team of the folks I would 
have to console come 
Sunday morning should 
their team lose, the fans 
who because of their 
team’s loss may not listen 
to the sermon, or may, in 
rehearsing the nightmare 
of their defeat, forget that 
the offering plate was 
passed. 

So let’s hear it for the 
underdogs. 

As long they aren’t 
playing the teams we like.

THE UNKNOWN 
SOLDIERS 

Earlier this year, Cpl. 
Philip McGeath was still 
alive. Today his smile is a 
cherished memory to his 
grieving mother. 

“I’m like a mama 
duck,” Phyllis McGeath 
said. “I know when one 
of my ducklings isn’t with 
me.” 

Phyllis’ seven duck¬ 
lings include two of Cpl. 
McGeath’s younger 
brothers, Lance Cpl. 
Kenneth McGeath and 
Pfc. Allen McGeath, who 
also are Marines. But the 
Arlington, Texas, mother 
also feels a great sense of 
responsibility for an 
eighth - her eldest son’s 
wife, Sarah. 

“She’s suffering,” the 
grieving mother said. 
“They had a lot of 
dreams.” 

One of those dreams 
was having children to¬ 
gether. 

“They had a baby boy 
name and a baby girl 
name picked out,” Phyllis 
said. 

With only weeks re¬ 
maining in the 25-year- 
old Marine’s first Afghan¬ 
istan deployment, his 
loved ones were over¬ 
whelmed with excite¬ 
ment. Sarah was setting 
up their new apartment 
near North Carolina’s 
Camp Lejeune, while the 
“mama duck” prepared to 
put her eldest son back 
under her wing. 

“I let myself become 
complacent by accident,” 
she said. “I let myself feel 
it was over and he’d be 
home.” 

Philip wanted to join 
the Marine Corps ever 
since his family spent a 
few years in Okinawa, 
Japan, while his father, 
David McGeath, served 
as an airman. Though 
Philip flirted with Air 
Force and police careers, 
the “very physical” young 
man went to boot camp 
in 2008 and graduated a 
Marine. 

Despite the risks of 
post-9/11 military service, 
Philip’s decision made his

parents proud. 

“I would always put on 
my brave face and cheer 
him on,” his mother said. 

The Marine had to put 
on his own brave face af¬ 
ter two of his five broth¬ 
ers decided to follow in 
his footsteps. 

“At first, he wasn’t real 
happy that his younger 
brothers were going to go 
in,” their mother said. 

“But when they made it 
through boot camp, he 
was ecstatic.” 

Philip left for Afghan¬ 
istan in July 2011. 

“We loved him and 
supported him,” Phyllis 
said, her voice cracking 
from emotion. “This is 
what he wanted, and he 
wanted to do it well.” 

Even though the com¬ 
forts many Americans 
take for granted were 
gone, Philip seemed to 
genuinely enjoy serving 
with the 1st Battalion, 6th 
Marine Regiment in 
southern Afghanistan. 

“They had showers set 
up, but they couldn’t get 
the water warm enough,” 
the Marine’s mom said. 
“But at least he made sure 
to shave every day.” 

As darkness filled 
Afghanistan’s war-torn 
night skies, Philip called 
home on Christmas 
morning in America. 

“He was excited,” the 
mother said. “I said: 

‘Keep your chin up; look 
to God. But watch where 
you walk.’” 

“Always, Mom,” the 
confident Marine replied. 

On Jan. 18, Cpl. Mc¬ 
Geath was killed while 
conducting combat opera¬ 
tions in Afghanistan’s 
Helmand province. 
According to his mother, 
a suicide bomber on a 
motorcycle “came and 
blew him up” in a civilian 
square. She said three 


Marines were wounded, 
including one seriously, in 
the cowardly terrorist at¬ 
tack. 

“It was such a sucker 
punch,” Phyllis said less 
than two months after her 
son was killed. “I never, 
ever, ever expected this.” 

One of the Gold Star 
mother’s only comforts is 
how fellow Marines re¬ 
sponded to the tragedy. 

“He was never alone,” 
she said. “I was told by 
several of his squad mem¬ 
bers at the memorial serv¬ 
ice how they all stood by 
him as he was laying on 
the stretcher.” 

Though angry at the 
terrorist who murdered 
her son and annoyed by 
the subsequent media ob¬ 
session over Whitney 
Houston’s death, Phyllis 
won’t allow herself to be¬ 
come bitter. 

“He lived a full life in 
25 years,” she said. “We 
may not have thought it 
was done, but God 
thought it was.” 

Her focus now is on 
making sure her devastat¬ 
ed daughter-in-law’s 
dreams stay alive. 

“We want her to love 
again and have babies,” 
Phyllis candidly ex¬ 
plained. “Philip wouldn’t 
begrudge her any of that 
happiness.” 

As Phyllis McGeath 
adjusts to life without one 
of her ducklings, she 
hopes a media-driven cul¬ 
ture will start paying 
more attention to the 
brave men and women 
who protect the pond. 

“I just want people to 
understand that there is 
still a war going on,” the 
mother of fallen Marine 
Cpl. Philip McGeath said.

Old laws stymie progress

America is basically 
run by dead people: We 
elect new representa¬ 
tives, but continue on 
with policy from decades 
ago. To go forward, 
Congress needs to con¬ 
front the past. 

America is mired in a 
tar pit of accumulated 
law. Reformers propose 
new laws to fix health 
care, schools and the reg¬ 
ulatory system, but al¬ 
most never suggest 
cleaning out the legal 
swamp these institutions 
operate in. These com¬ 
plex legal tangles not 
only set goals but allo¬ 
cate resources and dic¬ 
tate the minutest details 
of how to meet those 
goals. Most are obsolete 
in whole or part. 

Nothing important 
can be fixed without re¬ 
making a coherent legal 
framework. 

The flaw is not one 
that can be solved by 
deregulation. Almost no 
one, for example, would 
disagree about the need 
to provide education for 
disabled children. But a 
special education law, 
enacted in 1975, was 
structured as an open- 
ended mandate and soon 
spun out of control. 
Today, special ed con¬ 
sumes 20 percent of the 
total K-12 budget in 
America. Programs for 
gifted children get less 
than half of one percent, 
and pre-K education 
draws almost nothing. Is 
this a sensible allocation 
of education money? No 
one is even asking the 
question. 

Congress treats most 
laws as if they were the 
Ten Commandments — 
except they’re more like 
the 10 million command¬ 
ments. Most legislative 
programs do not codi¬ 
fy timeless principles 
of right and wrong. 

They are tools of social 
management. These 
laws allocate social re¬ 
sources - almost 70 
percent of federal rev¬ 
enue in 2010 was con¬ 
sumed by three entitle¬ 
ment programs enact¬ 
ed a half century or 
more ago. Congress al¬ 
most never goes back 
to rationalize these 
programs. Running 
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children: that this nation 
never goes to war except 
to protect truth and justice 
and fair play. Did the ter¬ 
rorists need quelling? Of 
course they did, and they 
do. But Tuchman’s defini¬ 
tion of folly is overreac¬ 
tion that produces results 
counter to one’s self-inter¬ 
ests after repeated warn¬ 
ing. There was a reason to 
be in Afghanistan original¬ 
ly, but it’s increasingly ob¬ 
vious that there is none 
now - and that our self-in¬ 
terest probably lies in per¬ 
mitting the inevitable to 
happen without the loss of 
another American life or 
of overstressed combat 
troops who have been 
asked to fight too long 
snapping either at home 
or in the combat zone. 

The nation’s brave 


troops are too few - the 
Army has just over a half¬ 
million — to find them¬ 
selves deployed again and 
again in a situation that is 
half-occupy, half-fight, 
with an unachievable end. 
Sgt. Robert Bales, the 
Army sniper accused of a 
murderous attack on 
sleeping villagers, includ¬ 
ing many women and 
children, had served 1,192 
days in Iraq and Afghan¬ 
istan and was on his 
fourth deployment. He 
had been denied promo¬ 
tion, and his appeal to be 
let out of the latest assign¬ 
ment had been denied. 

He and his wife, who have 
two young children, were 
forced to put up the fami¬ 
ly home for sale. 

In Iraq, he had re¬ 
ceived a head wound. 

Was Bales psychologi¬ 
cally fit for duty? The 
question might never be 
settled, but the results of 
this pressure are hard to 


deny. He has been called 
a good soldier and, obvi¬ 
ously, thousands of his fel¬ 
low combatants haven’t 
inexplicably committed 
murder. But check the mil¬ 
itary suicide and family vi¬ 
olence rates if you doubt 
the impact of this pro¬ 
longed nightmare. Every 
person under similar cir¬ 
cumstances reacts differ¬ 
ently. 

What should the mili¬ 
tary and its civilian leaders 
learn from this episode 
that they couldn’t have 
learned from Vietnam or 
by listening to generals — 
and there were several 
prominent ones - who 


warned that the nation 
could hardly sustain occu¬ 
pying Iraq and 
Afghanistan with so few 
troops? To be trite, the 
proof of these warnings is 
in the pudding. There is 
no draft to support such 
adventurism. If there had 
been, we would have left 
this miserable scene much 
sooner. 

History is an excellent 
guidepost if it is followed 
— ask the Russians or the 
British or the Trojans.

There are four prob¬ 
lems caused by the accu¬ 
mulation of old law: 

■ Too much law caus¬ 
es paralysis. Over the 
past century laws have 
piled up, like sediment in 
the harbor, until it’s al¬ 
most impossible to do 
anything sensibly. 
Building a “green infra¬ 
structure,” for example, 
is stymied by environ¬ 
mental processes that 
sometimes consume up¬ 
ward of a decade. 

■ Laws have unin¬ 
tended consequences. 
Things never work out 
as planned. Sometimes a 
well-meaning idea, such 
as special education, 
ends up undermining 
other important goals. 

■ Priorities change. 
The more specific a law, 
the faster it becomes ob¬ 
solete. In the 1930s, 
when many farmers 
were struggling, Con¬ 
gress enacted farm subsi¬ 
dies. The crisis ended by 
1941. Now, 70 years lat¬ 
er, farm prices are at 
record highs, and much 
of farming is done by 
corporations. But the 
farm subsidies continue 
— $15 billion in 2010. 

■ Fixing what ails 
America is impossible, 
indeed illegal, without a 
legal spring cleaning. 

The goal is not mainly to 
“deregulate” but to re¬ 
state programs in light of 
current needs and priori¬ 
ties. 

As a practical matter, 
this requires Congress to 
authorize special com¬ 
missions to make pro¬ 
posals, area by area. 
Using the base closing 
commission model, these 
proposals would be sub¬ 
mitted to Congress for 
an up or down vote. 

Going forward, Con¬ 


gress should incorporate 
sunset provisions in all 
laws with budgetary im¬ 
pact. The goal is not to 
end good programs but 
to impose a discipline 
that is essential for a 
functioning democracy 
that must constantly 
make tough tradeoffs. 

Accumulated law is 
not a problem our 
founders anticipated. 
They made it hard to en¬ 
act new laws, thinking 
they would thereby pro¬ 
tect the open field of 
freedom against too 
much legal interference. 
But 200 years later, the 
land of the free is a legal 
swamp. It’s hard to 
dredge, because those 
same checks and bal¬ 
ances apply to repealing 
a law - with one addi¬ 
tional impediment. Once 
a law is enacted, it is im¬ 
mediately surrounded by 
an army of special inter¬ 
ests. Not one word can 
be changed until a ma¬ 
jority of Congress has 
run a gauntlet of special 
interests, flogging each 
member with campaign 
funding. That’s why 
changing old law is so 
politically difficult as to 
be unthinkable. 

“The difficulty lies not 
in the new ideas,” John 
Maynard Keynes ob¬ 
served, “but in escaping 
from the old ones.” 
American government is 
trapped in structures of 
its own making. The es¬ 
sential first step in rescu¬ 
ing America is a spring- 
cleaning. It’s hard to fix 
things until we can make 
fresh choices.

MCKAIN AWARDED SECOND ACHIEVEMENT MEDAL 


Air Force Staff Sgt. 
Kenneth McKain was re¬ 
cently awarded his second 
Air Force Achievement 
Medal for providing life¬ 
saving treatment after ar¬ 
riving at the scene of a 
near fatal motorcycle acci¬ 
dent in Germany. 

In part the citation reads 
“Sergeant McKain arrived 
on the scene of a motorcy¬ 
cle accident which had re¬ 
sulted in serious injuries to 
the rider. Without hesita¬ 
tion he initiated lifesaving 
actions to the critically in¬ 
jured motorcyclist whose 
major injuries included se¬ 
vere head trauma, a bro¬ 
ken back and a collapsed 
lung. After immobilizing 
the victim Sergeant Mc¬ 
Kain administered intra¬ 
venous fluids and oxygen 
... stabilized the victim until 


paramedics arrived, assist¬ 
ing them in providing the 
medical attention that ulti¬ 
mately saved the victim’s 
life.” 

This was the second in¬ 
cident in which McKain, a 
12-year Air Force veteran, 
was first on the scene of a 
severe motorcycle acci¬ 
dent, providing aid to the 
injured riders until medical 
help arrived. He was cited 
for his humanitarian efforts 
to prevent loss of life and 
limb in both instances. 

McKain is a 1997 grad¬ 
uate of Central Hardin 
High School and is the son 
of Bruce and Karola Mc¬ 
Kain of Elizabethtown. He 
lives with his daughter, 
Faith Maria McKain, in 
Adana, Turkey, where he 
is stationed with the Air 
Force.

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Wendy’s takes over No. 2 
spot from Burger King

NEW YORK - Wen 

dy’s has dethroned Bur¬ 
ger King as the country’s 
second biggest hamburg¬ 
er chain. 

A report by the food 
industry research firm 
Technomic Inc. set to be 
released next month will 
show that Wendy’s edged 
out Burger King in U.S. 
sales volume for the first 
time last year since Wen¬ 
dy’s was founded in 
1969. 

Wendy’s had sales of 
$8.5 billion in 2011, com¬ 
pared with $8.4 billion 
for Burger King. McDon¬ 
ald’s remained far larger 
than both with $34.2 bil¬ 
lion in sales. 

The figures are based 
Technomic’s estimates of 
system-wide sales at fran¬ 
chise and company- 
owned restaurants, rather 
than corporate revenue, 
which includes fees from 
franchise operators. 
Worldwide, Burger King 
still has far more restau¬ 
rants than Wendy’s and 
remains the second 
biggest hamburger chain. 

Both Burger King and 
Wendy’s have struggled 
in recent years to keep up 
with the growth of Mc¬ 
Donald’s, which has 
managed to keep prices 


low through the reces¬ 
sion, while also introduc¬ 
ing new menu items and 
remodeling restaurants. 
Sales are up 26 percent in 
the past five years at 
McDonald’s, up 9 per¬ 
cent at Wendy’s and flat 
at Burger King, accord¬ 
ing to Technomic. 

Burger King has been 


reevaluating its business 
since it was acquired by 
investment firm 3G 
Capital in 2010. The pri¬ 
vately held company 
that’s based in Miami re¬ 
cently retired its mascot 
“The King” last year and 
launched a new advertis¬ 
ing campaign focused 
more on food. 


Despite its edge over 
Burger King, Wendy’s 
also has been on a mis¬ 
sion to reinvent itself as a 
higher-end hamburger 
chain with new items like 
the Dave’s Hot ’N Juicy 
burger introduced last 
fall. CEO Emil Brolick, 
who called the Dublin, 
Ohio-based company’s 
poor performance in re¬ 
cent years “self-inflicted 
wounds,” also laid out 
plans this year to raise 
standards for employees 
and update stores with an 
airier, more modern 
look. 

The sales rankings for 
the top five restaurant 
chains have undergone 
another dramatic shift in 
the past five years, ac¬ 
cording to Technomic. In 
2006, the No. 2 and No. 3 
spots were held by Bur¬ 
ger King and Wendy’s re¬ 
spectively, making the 
top three companies all 
hamburger chains. 

Subway now is No. 2 
with $11.4 billion in sales 
last year and Starbucks is 
No. 3 with $9.8 billion. 
U.S. sales at both compa¬ 
nies have grown at a 
much faster rate than the 
top three hamburger 
chains, with Subway sales 
up 48 percent from five 
years ago and Starbucks 
sales up 39 percent. 


Groupon launching appointment scheduling tool

NEW YORK - Groupon is 
launching an online scheduling 
tool so small businesses can let cus¬ 
tomers book appointments more 
easily. 

The tool launched Monday lets 
Groupon users book appointments 
for massages, haircuts, guided 


tours and other services they pur¬ 
chase deals for. Businesses also can 
use it to book appointments that 
are not sold through Groupon Inc. 

The Chicago-based online deals 
company said it is offering the 
scheduler free of charge to busi¬ 
nesses that use Groupon. It also 
will be free for merchants that sign 
up in the next three months, even 


if they haven’t offered any Grou¬ 
pon deals. The company didn’t say 
how much the service will cost lat¬ 
er. 

Restaurants and hotels aren’t el¬ 
igible. Groupon said they usually 
have their own scheduling systems 
in place and the tool, called 
Groupon Scheduler, doesn’t sup¬ 
port these types of businesses.

A DAY ON WALL STREET 
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AP 


As I write this column on the 
“official” last day of winter, the 
high temperature is forecasted to 
be 81 degrees. With temperatures 
in the 70s and 80s much of the 
last week, the warm-up has been 
nice, but certainly unusual. This 
recent warm spell led me to ask 
myself, 'Just how unusually warm 
has it been?” With that question in 
mind, I ventured over to the UK 
Ag Weather website 
(www.agwx.ca.uky.edu) where I 
pulled up historical weather data 
for the Nolin Lake Weather 
Station from present day back to 
1971. 

While there, I compared the 
average daily temperatures from 
March 1 to March 18 for each 
year. The average temperature for 
2012 was 53.7 degrees. First, I 
compared that average tempera¬ 
ture to some recent years. In 2011, 
it was 48 degrees, almost 6 de¬ 
grees lower than this year. 2010 
was 45 degrees. Certainly warmer 
than the last two years. 

In fact, I found that the first 18 
days of March 2012 have been the 
warmest in the last 10 years. The 
only two years in the last 10 that 
were even close to this year’s 
records were 2006 and 2007, 
which had average temperatures 
of 51.7 and 50.3 degrees, respec¬ 
tively. Keep these two years in 
mind, and I’ll get back to them. 

As I scrolled through the data 
back to 1971, only two years stuck 
out as having average daily tem¬ 
peratures comparable to this 
month. They were 1990, which 
had an average daily temperature 
of 52.5 for those days, and 1973, 
which had an average daily tem¬ 
perature of 55.2 degrees for 



March 1-18 — 1.5 degrees warmer 
than the first 18 days of March 
this year. 

What about the remainder of 
the month in those years? 43.9 de¬ 
grees in 1990 and 48.9 degrees in 
1973, which is cooler than normal. 

Digging deeper, I looked into 
2006 and 2007. In 2006, the aver¬ 
age daily temperature from March 
19-31 was 43.6 degrees, 8.1 de¬ 
grees cooler than the first 18 days 
of the month. 2007 is when things 
got interesting. The average daily 
temperature from March 19-31 
that year was 63.5 degrees, more 
than 13 degrees warmer than the 
first of the month. Then what hap¬ 
pened in April? The average daily 
temperature for the first two 
weeks of April 2007 was 49.0 de¬ 
grees. ... Anyone remember the 
Easter freeze of 2007? Now take a 
look at a 10 day forecast: 70s and 
80s predicted for the next 10 days, 
or through March 28. Now, I’m 
not predicting a late spring freeze 
or saying April will be cooler 
than normal, I just think it’s inter¬ 
esting and worth noting how the 
two years compare. One should 
just keep in mind spring can be 
unpredictable and we have a lot 
of spring left this year. Plus, this 
season’s unusually warm tempera¬ 
tures are setting us up for a cata¬ 
strophic event should a freeze oc¬ 
cur in April.

So why worry about when the 
spring warm up occurs? As men¬ 
tioned before, a freeze in April, af¬ 
ter a warm March allowed plants 
to break dormancy early and be¬ 
gin spring growth, could be a dis¬ 
aster. Also, early warm tempera¬ 
tures allow earlier-than-normal 
weed growth and earlier insect in¬ 
festations. Farmers should adjust 
scouting strategies accordingly. 

Whatever the next few weeks 
bring, producers should be pre¬ 
pared to adjust management 
strategies in a timely manner.

Peanut butter and chocolate: 
The perfect combination

T here is one combination in a 
dessert that excites me like no 
other chocolate and peanut 
butter. Whoever 
first decided to 
put these two foods to¬ 
gether is a genius. 

On one of my nightly 
surfs through Pint crest, 1 
found a cake recipe that 
stopped me in my 
backs, a Reese’s Peanut 
Butter Cup Cake. 

This was one cake I 
needed to try to conquer, 

I will warn you, this one has some 
complications. 

For the cake, the recipe calls for 
any chocolate cake recipe so choose 
your favorite. The person who put the 
recipe on Pinterest recommended us¬ 
ing a box cake mix because the recipe 
she used did not get firm and crum¬ 
bled when she assembled the cake. 1 
took that advice and used a devil's 
food cake mix. 

After milking the cake by the box's 
directions and letting it cool, it was 
time to start on the filling. If you fol¬ 
low' the directions it makes a liquid 
chocolate and peanut butter fiiagey 
goodness. But that’s also where the 
problems were. 

The assembly directions gave no in¬ 
structions on the consistency needed 
for the fudge filling between the two 
layers of cake. It says cool completely 
but it also needed to tell you to let it 
set up a bit to thicken. If you don’t, 
your top layer of the cake will slide off 
because the filling is too runny, 

1 know this because il happened to 
me, resulting in a very lopsided cake. 

After cleaning up much of the fudge 
filling that wound up on my counter* I 
put the cake in the fridge for the filling 
to set up a little before the next step. 

The rest of the assembly went 
smoothly according to the directions. 

There's a second change 1 would 
make to the recipe. The suggested 
frosting recipe makes a very thick ic¬ 
ing as opposed to the runny filling 
problem. 

Because it was a bit thick, it didn't 
spread well over the first layer of 
fudge frosting. I would recommend a 
different frosting. I included one Mary 
Alice Holt, former food columnist at 
Tke News-Enterprise, found a few 
months ago that might work better.

REESE’S PEANUT BUTTER GUP CAKE 


For cake: 

Any chocolate cake recipe or mix 

For filling: 

8 ounces semi-sweet chocolate, roughly 
chopped 

8 ounces heavy cream 
1/2 cup creamy peanut butter 

For tilting: Heat the cream until it just 
begins to boil. Pour it over the chocolate 
in a medium bow!. Whisk until the choco¬ 
late melts, then whisk in the peanut but¬ 
ter until smooth. Set aside 1/4 of the fill- 
ing tor the first layer of frosting. Complete¬ 
ly coo! the other 3/4, then gently stir in 
the peanut butter cups. 

For frosting: Cream together me butter 
and peanut butter. Add the vanilla, then 
the sugar. Beal until fluffy.

Using the re¬ 
served filling, spread a thin layer on the 
outside of the cake. Refrigerate until the 
fudge is set and firm to the touch. 

Slather the whole thing in the peanut 
butter frosting. Decorate with peanut but 
ter cups.

Alternate frosting: 

V* cup butter, softened 
1 cup peanut butter 
4 cups confectioner's sugar 
1/3 cup cream (or milk) 

Needless to say, it wasn’t the most 
beautiful cake Fve ever made. But it’s 
more important to know how it tasted. 

After 1 poured a large glass of milk 
and cut a good size slice 3 1 tasted it. 
This cake was good. The peanut butter 
and chocolaty goodness prevailed over 
the assembly issues. 


Combine all ingredients and beat until 
well blended. Add a little more cream if 
you need to for the right consistency. One 
percent milk also works if you don’t have 
any cream available. 

The Reese's Peanut Butter Cake is a 
good one to try but you might have to 
tinker with it like I aid. Much assem¬ 
bly is required so it’s not a cake you 
can make in a burry. If you have the 
time, it's worth the effort,

Five cool things 
to know about 
your refrigerator 

Food Network Kitchens 

Foods like raw meat and dairy are only as 
good as the environment where they’re 
stored. A refrigerator in tiptop condition 
provides prime storage conditions for per¬ 
ishables and prevents odors and bacteria 
from settling in. 

1 THE TEMPERATURE SHOULD REMAIN BE¬ 
TWEEN 3D DEGREES AND 40 DEGREES. While 

freezers should clock in at zero or below 
zero temperatures, a refrigerator that hovers 
no higher than 40 degrees is safest for food 
storage* as it inhibits bacterial growth. 

2. IT NEEDS TO BE CLEANED EACH SEASON. 

Freshen up the fridge and its contents by do¬ 
ing away with odors and lingering germs. 
Remove everything from inside, weeding 
out items that need to go. (Put odds and 
ends to use in every thing but the kitchen 
sink salads, pizzas and soups.) Replace 
open boxes of baking soda, then take a 
bucket of water combined with a few spoon¬ 
fuls of the replaced baking soda - it's still ef¬ 
fective as a household cleaner - and wipe 
down every surface. 

3. SHELVES CLOSEST TO THE FREEZER ARE 
WHERE IPS COLDEST. Store the most highly 
perishable foods (think milk and raw meats) 
in the colder section, with more stabilized 
goods like leftovers and produce in the 
warmer sections. 

4 REFRIGERATOR DOOR SHELVES ARE WHERE 
TPS WARMEST. Each time the fridge is opened, 
the door gets a blast of hot air, which lowers 
the temperature. Use tins section of die refng 
erator to store more stabilized goods like 
condiments, leftovers and juice. 

5. CRISPER DRAWERS LOCK IN MOISTURE. 
Produce needs humidity to prevent wilting 
and drying out. Vegetables need more hu¬ 
midity ana fruit needs less, so store them 
separately with different humidity levels for 
optimum freshness. One vegetable takes ex¬ 
ception: Store mushrooms outside of the 
crisper, m high humidity turns them slimy*

MISSION: Training program 
for volunteers starts April 1; 
many trainees needed

Hope for Kids signed a one-year lease 
with the facility, but she believes the re¬ 
lationship will last much longer. 

The organization will start preparing 
the building and move during April as it 
departs its former home at New Hope 
Community Church on Dee Street, 
Thomas said. 

The move was necessitated because 
the program outgrew its space, she said. 
It initially served about 20 children and 
was designed as a Bible study until vol¬ 
unteers realized the children were hun¬ 
gry, Thomas said. 

Now it serves roughly 200 school- 
aged children from low-income families 
by providing nutritious meals weekly in¬ 
side the church. 

Thomas said she immediately was 
impressed with the potential the com¬ 
munity center offered Mission Hope for 
Kids. 

“This is like a gold mine and no one’s 
tapped into it,” she said. 

Freddie Peete, the community cen¬ 
ter’s executive director, said the center 
was designed as an outlet to assist the 
area. 

“We just feel like (Thomas) is doing 
good deeds,” he said. “Whatever we 
could to help her out.” 

The practice of feeding children will 
continue in the new space as Mission 
Hope for Kids readies for a May 2 open¬ 
ing and a June open house. Thomas said 
the outreach program will be open 
Wednesdays, Thursdays and Fridays 
from May to July as the organization ac¬ 
customs itself to its new surroundings 
and trains volunteers. 

Thomas said each volunteer must 
complete a training program, which 
starts April 1. 

“We’ll need a lot of volunteers,” she 
said. 

Staring in August, the program plans 
to be open Monday through Friday. 


The outreach program offers homework 
and reading assistance, recreational and 
faith-based activities, a meal and cloth¬ 
ing and hygiene items to children en¬ 
rolled in the program. 

Thomas said the facility also will be 
open during the day to offer education¬ 
al programs and assistance to parents. 

Children enrolled in the Kids Cafe 
program will have to re-enroll with 
Mission Hope for Kids. The organiza¬ 
tion will hold interviews with parents to 
determine a child’s eligibility. 

She said the name change is indica¬ 
tive of the plan to leave the umbrella of 
Kids Cafe, a national afterschool pro¬ 
gram under the direction of Feeding 
America. Instead, Mission Hope for 
Kids is distinctly local and community 
driven, she added. 

Thomas expects the new agency to 
receive financial assistance from 
Feeding America, but it also has devel¬ 
oped a child sponsorship initiative in 
which local residents can support a child 
in the program. 

Thomas said it is noble and charita¬ 
ble to sponsor children in other coun¬ 
tries, but sponsoring a local child will af¬ 
ford sponsors the opportunity to see the 
tangible benefits of their donations. 

“It’s not just charity,” she said. “It’s 
justice.” 

Growing emotional, Thomas said 
children deserve a chance to succeed 
and need someone to offer them that 
helping hand. 

“These kids deserve all our re¬ 
sources,” she said. 

Thomas said the community can 
build new parks or new roads and rede¬ 
velop downtown, but the surest way for 
improvement is to invest in its youth. 

“We’re not just pro-life; we’re pro-liv¬ 
ing,” he said. 

As for the new home, she said it is the 
ideal location and just needs a little el¬ 
bow grease. 

“This is where it’s been all the time, 
tucked away on Bishop Lane,” she said.

Church members are 
willing to pick up dona¬ 
tions if necessary, he said.

West Liberty school reopens 
2 weeks after twister

WEST LIBERTY - 

More than two weeks after 
tornadoes destroyed most 
of the eastern Kentucky 
town of West Liberty, the 
elementary school was 
back in session Monday. 

“The students are excit¬ 
ed,” said West Liberty Ele¬ 
mentary School Principal 
Vickie Oldfield, adding 
that one student who had 
some discipline problems 
in the past had vowed, “It’s 
a new building and I’m go¬ 
ing to have a new record.” 

She said an abandoned 
factory that is now being 
used as the school will be 
the temporary quarters for 
about two years. In the 
back of the building, work¬ 
ers were readying tempo¬ 
rary offices for the county 
Board of Education. 

Oldfield said a new 


school already was in the 
works when tornadoes de¬ 
stroyed much of the town 
March 2. The twisters lifted 
the roof off the old school 
and officials decided it was 
unsafe for students and 
teachers to return to the 
building, about 2 miles 
away, she said. 

Teachers and staff have 
dubbed the new school 
“The Miracle on the Hill” 
after workers converted 
the once empty shell of a 
building into bright class¬ 
rooms in about a week. 

“It will give them time 
to heal,” she said of the 
children, several whom 
had homes destroyed in 
tornadoes that killed 23 
people across Kentucky. 
“We were already so far 
into the school year that 
they had a rapport with 
their teachers. And at this 
age, a teacher is almost like 


a family member.” 

Gov. Steve Beshear 
toured the school Monday, 
stopping in every class¬ 
room. He also toured the 
town, about 90 miles east 
of Lexington, checking on 
recovery efforts. 

Where the downtown 
area had been, county of¬ 
fices are being temporarily 
housed in a trailer and a 
makeshift tent with a ply¬ 
wood interior. 

“It’s an amazing feat to 
see what these folks have 
pulled really out of the rub¬ 
ble of what was West Lib¬ 
erty,” Beshear said. 

State officials said more 
than 2,200 houses in 21 
counties were damaged in 
tornadoes and severe 
weather from Feb. 29 to 
March 3. More than 650 
were destroyed, the state 
said.

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Mets owners settle in 
Madoff-related case 


Settlement 
worth as much 
as $162 million

NEW YORK - The 

New York Mets owners 
agreed to pay up to $162 
million in a settlement an¬ 
nounced Monday with the 
trustee for Bernard Mad- 
ofTs fraud victims, a deal 
that left open the possibili¬ 
ty they might pay much 
less and caused two princi¬ 
pal! team owners to emerge 
smiling from the court¬ 
house, 

“Stick with us,* Mets 
chief executive and co- 
owner Fred Wilpon said 
outside court. “Now I guess 
I can smile, Maybe I can 
take a day off* 

The agreement was an¬ 
nounced by Judge Jed 
Rakoff just as a civil trial 
was set to begin in U.S. 
District Couri in Man¬ 
hattan to determine if the 
team’s owners might owe 
as much as $386 million 
because they were among 
those who made signifi¬ 
cantly more than their 
original investment in 
Madoff s investment com¬ 
pany 

The deal left Wilpon 


and team President Saul 
Katz, who together person¬ 
ally promised to pay $2 ft 
mil lion, speaking c on fi 
dently of the team's future- 

Katz said outside the 
courthouse that the Mets 
were on secure financial 
footing. “Always was,* he 
said. 

The settlement gives Lhe 
team breathing room be¬ 
cause it does not require 
Einy money to be paid for 
at least three years. It also 
creates the possibility that 
the owners could owe 
nothing if they can secure 
$162 million of the $178 
million they are seeking in 
claims of their own against 
the Madoff estate. 

“In a sense, we're now 
partners,” David J. Shee¬ 
han, the lawyer for trustee 
Irving Picard, said outside 
court as he described how 
the Mets owners could 
benefit from the trustee’s 
recovery efforts, 

I Ie also said the amount 
the team owners could af¬ 
ford to pay was “one of the 
many factors* that were 
considered as the two sides 
negotiated a deal in talks 
that gained momentum 
last week and reached a 
conclusion on Friday. 

The formal agreement 
read aloud by Rakoff in¬ 
cluded a statement by the 
trustee “that he has re¬ 
viewed the evidence and 
will no longer pursue the 


willful blindness claim 
against the defendants * 

The trial was set to 
showcase what the trustee 
said was a conscious deri¬ 
sion by the Mets owners to 
ignore warnings that 
Mad off was operating a 
mu It ibil lion- dellar fraud 
over several decades, cost 
ing thousands of investors 
about $20 billion. 

Outside court,, Wilpon 
and Katz seemed relieved 
that they were freed from 
the accusation. They have 
always insisted they knew 
nothing of Madoffs fraud. 

“We are not willfully 
blind,” Wilpon said. lt We 
never was. We acted in 
good faith,* 

Katz called litigation 
“negative energy.” 

“We are very pleased to 
have this behind us,” he 
said. “We have done every¬ 
thing in good faith. The 
settlement itself bears that 
out.” 

Picard originally sought 
$ 1 billion from the owners* 
putting a dark cloud over 
die team that led to an ef¬ 
fort over the past year to 
raise money through new 
investors. The club also has 
slashed payroll as its rev¬ 
enue has suffered with de¬ 
clining attendance and

as struggled on the field. 
Wilpon declined to dis¬ 
cuss how the settlement 
might affect the dub.

U.S. homebuilder 
outlook unchanged 
near 4-year high

WASHINGTON - Homebuilders' 
feelings about the current housing mar¬ 
ket haven’t changed from February. But 
many are growing more optimistic that 
sales could pick up in the coming 
mouths. 

The National Association of Home 
Builders/Wells Fargo said Monday that 
its builder sentiment index stayed at 28, 
the highest level since June 2007. The 
flat reading followed five straight in¬ 
creases. 

Builders expressed more confidence 
in sales over the next six months. A sep¬ 
arate gauge measuring that outlook rose 
in March for the sixth straight month, 


from 34 to 36, 

Even with the brighter outlook, the 
industry has a long way to go. Any read¬ 
ing below 50 indicates negative senti¬ 
ment about the housing market. The in¬ 
dex hasn’t reached 50 since April 2006, 
the peak of the housing boom. 

A key reason homebuilders are more 
optimistic is that they have seen more 
people express interest in buying a 
home. And growing interest has oc¬ 
curred alongside other improvements 
that suggest the troubled housing mar¬ 
ket could pick up after four weak years. 

Sales of previously occupied homes 
rose in January to its highest level since 
May 2010. Mortgage rates have never 
been lower* And home construction has 
picked up.

Bob Baffert’s Arkansas 
Shuttle keeps rolling, likely 
carrying a couple of his 3- 
year-old colts to the 
Kentucky Derby in less 
than seven weeks. 

The Hall of Fame train¬ 
er had another successful 
weekend at Oaklawn Park 
in Hot Springs, Ark., with 
Secret Circle winning the 
$500,000 Rebel Stakes by 
three-quarters of a length 
over fast-closing Optimizer 
on Saturday. 

The bay colt will return 
to California this week but 
is scheduled to be shuttled 
back for the $1 million 
Arkansas Derby on April 7 
and shoot for an Oaklawn 
sweep. Secret Circle won 
the second division of the 
Southwest Stakes last 
month, and Baffert’s 
Castaway won the first di¬ 
vision. 

Baffert has won the 
Rebel three years in a row 
— Lookin At Lucky won in 
2010 and The Factor won 
last year - and improved 
his record at Oaklawn to 
an amazing 13 wins from 
21 starts. In the last three 
years, his horses have won 
10-of-13 starts. 

With Secret Circle’s 
fifth win in six starts, the 
colt moves up to No. 4 on 


the latest Associated Press 
Run to the Roses Top 10 
list of Derby contenders. 
Union Rags, Hansen and 
El Padrino remain 1-2-3 as 
they get ready for their fi¬ 
nal preps before the Derby 
on May 5. 

“He’s an unassuming 
horse when you watch him 
train, but he always shows 
up on the big days,” three¬ 


time Derby winner Baffert 
said of Secret Circle. 

He added that the colt 
showed him a new dimen¬ 
sion by stalking the leaders 
instead of going straight for 
the lead. 

“The win was exciting 
and the way he did it was 
promising,” Baffert said. 
“It was a good schooling 
for him and I think he 


should get a lot out of it, al¬ 
though my guys tell me he 
was hardly blowing when 
he got back.” 

Bodemeister, second in 
the San Felipe Stakes on 
March 10 and headed next 
to the Santa Anita Derby 
on April 7, is No. 8 and 
gives Baffert a second 
horse in the AP Top 10. 
Castaway is set to run this 
weekend in the Sunland 
Derby. 

Also impressing last 
week was Gemologist, 
trainer Todd Pletcher’s un¬ 
beaten 3-year-old who 
won an allowance race at 
Gulfstream Park on Friday 
by seven lengths over 
Grade 1 stakes winner 
Currency Swap. Next stop 
on the bay colt’s road to 
Louisville probably will be 
the Wood Memorial at 
Aqueduct on April 7. 
Gemologist stays at No. 5 
this week. 

“He came off the layoff 
with a great performance. 
He was amazing. He did it 
on his own. He did it so 
easy,” Gemologist jockey 
Javier Castellano said. “I was 
very impressed; he did it the 
right way and he’s heading 
in the right direction.” 

Hall of Fame trainer D. 
Wayne Lukas may have a 
Derby contender of his 
own in Optimizer, who 
just missed catching Secret 
Circle in the Rebel. Lukas 


is a four-time Derby win¬ 
ner, his last being Charis¬ 
matic in 1999.

Judge urged to bar 
some Clemens’ 
lawyers arguments

WASHINGTON - Federal prosecutors in the Roger 
Clemens peijury trial urged the judge Monday to bar 
Clemens’ lawyers from arguments they say will encourage ju¬ 
rors to nullify the law and acquit regardless of the evidence. 

In a pre-trial motion, prosecutors objected to several lines 
of argument Clemens’ lawyers made at the opening of last 
summer’s trial, including asking jurors to put themselves in 
the former pitcher’s shoes, maintaining that the government 
was wasting money on the prosecution, and referring to pos¬ 
sible penalties Clemens faces. 

“In this case, evidence, comment and argument concern¬ 
ing punishment are improper because the potential penalty 
faced by defendant is irrelevant to the jury’s determination of 
guilt or innocence,” the prosecutors said in their motion filed 
with U.S. District Judge Reggie Walton. 

Last year’s case ended in a mistrial after prosecutors 
showed jurors inadmissible evidence. Clemens, one of the 
most successful pitchers in baseball history, is accused of lying 
under oath when he testified before Congress in February 
2008 that he never used performance-enhancing drugs in his 
career. Prosecutors will try to prove he used steroids and hu¬ 
man growth hormone. Clemens said the evidence was man¬ 
ufactured by his former trainer. 

A new trial is to start April 16, and prosecutors urged the 
judge to bar any reference to the first one as irrelevant. They 
also asked Walton to bar “other irrelevant matters” that came 
up in the first trial, such as the fact that Clemens’ heroes did¬ 
n’t use performance-enhancing dmgs. 

And prosecutors said the judge should bar “self-serving 
hearsay” that they said surfaced in the opening argument by 
Clemens’ legal team. That includes, prosecutors said, a de¬ 
fense statement that Clemens had “given talks to kids all over 
the country against steroids, that your body was your temple. 
You don’t put these things in there. You don’t cheat. You don’t 
take the easy way.” 

Phillies say Utley is 
doubtful for opening day

CLEARWATER, Fla. - Chase Utley will likely start 
the season on the disabled list for the second straight year 
because of problems with both knees. 

The five-time All-Star second baseman left camp to see 
a specialist, and it’s uncertain when he’ll be ready to play 
for the Philadelphia Phillies. 

Utley was believed to have only an injured right knee, 
but general manager Ruben Amaro Jr. indicated Monday 
the left one may be causing more trouble. 

“The guy’s got bad knees. We know it and that’s a fact,” 
Amaro said. “We’re just trying to limit and also make sure 
he’s ready to go and play the bulk of the season. He told 
me his right knee feels much better. His left has been 
bothering him.” 

Utley hasn’t played in a game this spring because of his 
condition, which forced him to miss all of last spring and the 
first 46 games of the regular season. He was diagnosed last 
February with patellar tendinitis, bone inflammation and 
chondromalacia, which is pain due to irritation under the 
kneecap. Surgery didn’t guarantee a cure, so he opted for re¬ 
hab instead and played through pain when he came back. 

“We haven’t had any discussions about surgery,” Amaro 
said. “He’s got a cartilage issue. You can’t grow cartilage. 
It’s partially tendinitis and partially a cartilage issue.”

“With the blessings of my family, my team, staff, 
friends and the College of Charleston, I have decid¬ 
ed to retire as our coach,” Cremins said. 

The 64-year-old Cremins announced Jan. 27 that 
he would miss the rest of the Cougars’ season and lat¬ 
er said he was physically exhausted. Cremins went 
on an indefinite medical leave of absence but said his 
condition was not life-threatening. 

College of Charleston athletic director Joe Hull 
said at the time that he planned to speak with 
Cremins over the next few weeks to determine it the 
coach will be out even longer. 

“It was unfortunate what happened to me in late 
January. I didn’t like what happened and I’ll never 
know why,” Cremins said. “Our bodies sometimes 
send us signals, so we have to listen. The silver lining 
is that my staff, led by Mark Byington, my team, my 
school, they had my back and they responded in a 
special way.” 

Ten days after his initial announcement, Cremins 
said Feb. 6 that he “had no gas” and that his players 
knew. “They could feel it.” He added that while his 
energy level wasn’t where it needed to be, he was 
“definitely feeling a lot better” at that time. 

Under Byington, the Cougars finished the season 
19-12 and were knocked out of the Southern 
Conference Tournament in the first round for the first 
time since joining the league in 1998. 

Cremins was in his sixth season with the Cougars 
when he stepped away after spending 19 years coach¬ 
ing Georgia Tech. He has led Charleston to 20 victo¬ 
ries in each of his seasons. 

The Cougars started this season 10-2 with wins 
over Clemson and Tennessee, but had lost six of their 
last eight when Cremins took his medical leave. 

Cremins is 579-375 in 31 seasons of coaching, and 
the Yellow Jackets named their home court for him 
before he returned to coaching in 2006. He grew up 
in the Bronx then came south to play for South 
Carolina and fellow New York-transplant Frank 
McGuire. 

“I loved coaching in the state where I began my 
college playing career,” Cremins said. “I’ll never be 
able to thank the late, great coach (Frank McGuire) 
for bringing me to Columbia in 1965.1 loved playing 
for the Gamecocks.” 

Texas women’s coach Goestenkors 
resigns, citing fatigue 

AUSTIN, Texas — Texas women’s basketball 
coach Gail Goestenkors resigned Monday, saying 
she is “tired” and needs to step away from basketball. 

Goestenkors was in the fifth year of a seven-year 
contract paying her $1.25 million per season and she 
needed to stay only until April 1 to get an automatic 
one-year extension. 

“After a lot of soul searching .... I am tired and it’s 
not fair to this program,” Goestenkors said at a news 
conference to announce her decision a few minutes 
after she told her team. “It’s not fair to the kids to 
have a coach that’s just tired.” 

Texas women’s athletic director Chris Plonsky, 
who gave Goestenkors a public vote of confidence 
two weeks ago, said she wanted Goestenkors to stay 
and insisted the coach was not forced out after a dis¬ 
appointing 18-14 season. 

“I tried to re-recruit her (to stay),” Plonsky said. 

Goestenkors, 49, said she would have made the 
same decision even if Texas had won more games 
this season or gone deeper in the NCAA 
Tournament. She said she is healthy and not facing a 
medical problem that forced her decision. 

A more successful season would have made it eas¬ 
ier to leave, she said. 

“I’m leaving basketball,” Goestenkors said. “My 
heart is telling me it’s time to take a break.” 

She was 102-64 at Texas and 498-163 overall over 
in 20 seasons as a head coach.

Ohio is hoops hotbed 


Four teams in final 16

CINCINNATI - Stirred by a pep 
talk from the school president, the 
Ohio Bobcats applauded themselves 
in the locker room and celebrated 
their trip to the NCAA Tournament’s 
round of 16 by chanting: “We are 
Ohio!” 

Not a bad March motto for the 
whole state. 

The nation’s 17th state is the first 
to send four teams to the NCAA’s 
round of 16 — the Bobcats, Ohio 
State, the University of Cincinnati 
and Xavier. The four come from dif¬ 
ferent conferences and play different 
styles, but have gone a combined 8-0 
in the tournament. 

Beware the Buckeyes - all of 
them. 

“It’s super for Ohio basketball,” 
former Ohio State star Jerry Lucas 
said in a phone interview Monday. 
“It’s always been good, and will al¬ 
ways be good. This whole region has 
traditionally had great basketball. To 
see Ohio be the first to have four in 
the Sweet 16 — that’s great.” 

Seven other states have managed 
to get three teams into the round of 
16, according to STATS LLC: 
Pennsylvania, Kentucky, Texas, 
California, North Carolina, Kansas 
and Tennessee. Ohio has topped 
them all. 

No state has ever had a better 
opening week in the tournament. 

The First Four games were played 
in Dayton, where President Barack 
Obama and British Prime Minister 
David Cameron watched Western 
Kentucky pull off a historic come¬ 
back in the opener. 

The rest of the state has kept up 
the excitement. 

Ohio State - the Big Ten school 
whose band spells “Ohio” in script at 
halftime of football games — lived up 
to its No. 2 seed by beating Loyola 
(Md.) and Gonzaga. Ohio University 

— the Mid-American Conference 
representative whose band dances to 
the “Party Rock Anthem” at halftime 

- got a 13th seed and became the 
tournament’s latest mid-major dar- 

ling- 

The Bobcats knocked off 
Michigan - a result as pleasing on 
High Street in Columbus as on Court 
Street in Athens - in their first game, 
then beat South Florida to get to the 
round of 16 for the first time since

Meanwhile, Cincinnati and 
Xavier - the city rivals who brawled 
on the court in December - took big 
strides in refurbishing their seasons 
and reputations. 

The Big East’s Bearcats knocked 
off Texas and Florida State to reach 
the round of 16 for the first time since 
2001 under coach Bob Huggins. No. 
10 seed Xavier, the only Atlantic 10 
team left, beat Notre Dame and 
Lehigh to reach the regional semifi¬ 
nals for the fourth time in five years. 

Some of their neighbors are com¬ 
ing along. Ohio, Indiana and 
Kentucky are supplying seven of the 
final 16 teams this weekend, another 
numerical measure of the area’s rich 
college basketball tradition. 

“Oh my gosh, we talk about that 
all the time,” said Xavier athletic di¬ 
rector Mike Bobinski, who is on the 
NCAA Tournament selection com¬ 
mittee. “Within a 150-mile radius or 
so, there’s a tremendous concentra¬ 
tion of high-level basketball competi¬ 
tion and talent, and great coaching 
and committed programs. I’m not 
sure this area gets its due in terms of 
how big college basketball is. 


“You hear of Tobacco Road, but 
this region is as powerful and basket¬ 
ball-committed as any in the country. 
It’s there for everybody to see at this 
point based on how the tournament 
has played out.” 

Ohio’s still-standing schools may 
seem so dissimilar, but there’s less 
than six degrees of separation be¬ 
tween them. Xavier has a hand in 
much of that. 

Buckeyes coach Thad Matta 
emerged as an up-and-coming coach 
at Butler - which plays in Hinkle 
Fieldhouse, where “Hoosiers” was 
filmed — with John Groce as an assis¬ 
tant. They moved on to Xavier to¬ 
gether, then to Ohio State. Groce 
then made the 90-minute trip to the 
southeast corner of the state to be¬ 
come the Bobcats’ coach. 

Current Xavier coach Chris Mack 
and Cincinnati coach Mick Cronin 
grew up in the city, attending 
Catholic high schools that play in the 
same conference. 

At various times, they’ve all 
shared a path. 

“The fact that so many have come 
through Xavier at some point of time 
— there’s a lot of pride in that, honest¬ 
ly,” Bobinski said. “We feel good for 
their success. We appreciate what 
they added to Xavier while they 
were here. The fact that they’re run¬ 
ning their own programs and are do¬ 
ing a great job is terrific. 

“This week’s unique success is val¬ 
idation for how talented those guys 
are. They’re proving it.” 

At least one of them will be gone 
Thursday. Ohio State plays Cincinn¬ 
ati in Boston, a rematch on the 50th 
anniversary of the Bearcats beating 
the Buckeyes in the national champi¬ 
onship game for the second year in a 
row. 

Just as Ohio provided a memo¬ 
rable start to the tournament, it’ll get 
the second weekend going in a fitting 
way. 

“I have great respect for their pro¬ 
gram,” Cronin said of Ohio State. 
“Other than that, they’re the next 
team we play. You know, these guys 
have a goal. We have a goal: We get 
in the tournament to win it. I want 
my guys thinking that way because I 
believe in them. 

“It’s important that they know that 
I believe we’re capable of winning 
the whole tournament.” 

At this point, no one would be 
shocked if an Ohio team is the last 
one standing. 


UNC point guard’s father: Marshall recovering from surgery

The father of North Carolina 
point guard Kendall Marshall said 
Monday his son is recovering from 
surgery on his broken right wrist and 
it’s unclear if he’ll return for the 
NCAA regional games in St. Louis. 

Dennis Marshall said the proce¬ 
dure done in Chapel Hill, N.C., to in¬ 
sert a screw into his son’s wrist lasted 
about 35 minutes. He said when 
Kendall plays again would be based 
on “what would be best for Kendall 
in the long term” and that he didn’t 
know whether the sophomore would 
be ready to play in the round of 16 
against Ohio on Friday. 


“I don’t know because Kendall’s 
just coming out of his anesthesia, we 
haven’t talked and I don’t know how 
he’ll feel four days from now,” 
Dennis Marshall said. “We just don’t 
know. 

“Is it impossible he plays this 
weekend? No, it’s not. Is it likely he 
plays next weekend? It definitely is. 
It’s something we just don’t know.” 

The school also said Marshall’s 
status was unclear for Friday’s game 
in an update Monday afternoon. The 
Tar Heels (31-5) are the No. 1 seed in 
the Midwest Regional. 

The left-handed point guard frac¬ 
tured the scaphoid bone - located 
near the thumb - when he was 


fouled driving to the basket during 
the second half of Sunday’s win 
against Creighton at the Greensboro 
Coliseum. 

Marshall popped right up, then 
came out of the media timeout and 
hit l-of-2 free throws. He left briefly, 
then returned again and played 
about 7 minutes before leaving the 
game late with the victory secured. 

“I didn’t want my team to worry 
about me,” Marshall said Sunday 
night. “So I tried to pop up as quick 
as possible and get to the free-throw 
line. I didn’t want to make a big deal 
about it. I just want to keep playing 
and find a way to win.”

“Any time you go 31-2, 
the season is a success.

Owner: Manning chase puts QBs in tough situation

NASHVILLE, Tenn. - 

Now it’s time for the Tennessee 
Titans to smooth over every¬ 
thing with the quarterbacks on 
their roster since they have lost 
out on the Peyton Manning 
sweepstakes. 

With Manning telling 
Tennessee he’s going else¬ 
where, the Titans need to move 
forward as previously planned 
with Matt Hasselbeck and Jake 
Locker as their signal callers. 

Titans owner Bud Adams, 
the man who told his execu¬ 
tives to change their free 
agency plans and chase 
Manning, started the healing 
process Monday. He released a 
statement saying he likes the 
team’s quarterback situation. 

The Titans signed Hassel¬ 
beck to a three-year deal last 
July, and the veteran led them 
to a 9-7 record just missing the 
playoffs. Locker was the eighth 
pick overall out of Washington 
last April. Adams said he want¬ 
ed to commend Hasselbeck 
and Locker. 

“They were thrown into a 
very difficult situation,” Adams 
said. “Matt was very good for us 
last year. And at some point, we 
expect Jake to be our future 
franchise quarterback.” 

Titans general manager 
Ruston Webster said twice in 
February that they were confi¬ 
dent in Hasselbeck and Locker 
at quarterback. Coach Mike 
Munchak said once the season 
wrapped up that they would 
compete for the starting job this 
offseason, giving both plenty of 
motivation to work hard. 

Then the Colts released 
Manning, and Adams told his 
execs he wanted to sign the 
four-time NFL MVP. 

Tennessee met with 
Manning for a total of eight 
hours last Wednesday and 
watched him work out in

Knoxville on Saturday morn¬ 
ing. Then Manning called 
Adams on Monday morning 
telling him of his decision to go 
to Denver instead of returning 
to the state where he starred in 
college at the University of 
Tennessee. 

The Titans’ offseason pro¬ 
gram does not start until mid- 
April, and team officials may 
have helped the process al¬ 
ready. 

They signed five-time All 
Pro guard Steve Hutchinson to 
a multi-year deal Thursday, and 
the veteran guard started his ca¬ 
reer in Seattle where he helped 
protect Hasselbeck for five sea¬ 
sons between 2001 and 2005 
before leaving for Minnesota. 
That move strengthens an of¬ 
fensive line that allowed 
Hasselbeck to be sacked only 
19 times in 2011 with Locker 


sacked only four times himself. 

Hasselbeck, a three-time Pro 
Bowler, is coming off one of his 
best seasons in his career and 
one of Tennessee’s best by a 
quarterback. Hasselbeck threw 
for 3,571 yards, which was the 
fourth-highest total in team his¬ 
tory. His 319 completions 
ranked third, while his 18 
touchdown passes were the 
highest since 2004. Hasselbeck 
also had 28 completions go for 
25 yards or longer, the most big 
plays by a Titans quarterback 
since Steve McNair had 33 in 
2001. 

The veteran did all that after 
losing top receiver — Kenny 
Britt — to a torn ACL in 
September. 

Then there’s Locker, who 
came off the bench in relief of 
Hasselbeck in his rookie sea¬ 
son. Locker threw four touch¬ 


downs, and his next intercep¬ 
tion will be the first of his pro 
career. He posted a 99.5 passer 
rating and looked exciting 
enough with his mobility to 
have fans calling for the Titans 
to tab him as the starter for 2012 
even once Adams declared he 
wanted Manning. 

“I want our fans to know that 
our expectations haven’t 
changed,” Adams said in his 
statement. “Winning a champi¬ 
onship is still the goal. I like our 
quarterback situation moving 
forward, and we will continue 
to build the team through free 
agency and the draft with that 
goal in mind.” 

That’s the challenge now for 
a team that went 9-7 in 
Munchak’s first season as head 
coach and missed out on its first 
playoff berth since 2008 on 
tiebreakers to Cincinnati.

He was wooed to Denver 
by Hall of Fame quarterback 
Elway, who led the Broncos 
to two Super Bowl champi¬ 
onships and now serves as 
their vice president of foot¬ 
ball operations. 

Elway, who retired from 
the game after winning his 
second straight tide in 1999, 
never sounded all that con¬ 
vinced Tebow was the an¬ 
swer at the sport’s most im¬ 
portant position and now 
could trade the enormously 
popular but flawed quarter¬ 
back.

Xanders. 

From there, Manning 
crisscrossed the country in

The move 
would allow him to stay in 
the AFC, a conference he 
knows well and one consid¬ 
ered weaker than the NFC 
at the moment, and would 
re-establish the tantalizing 
prospect of playing against 
his brother, New York 
Giants quarterback Eli, in a 
Super Bowl.
